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DETAILED ACTION 
Introduction 

1. The following is a FINAL Office Action in response to the communication 
received on 14 December 2007. Claims 1, 4, 10, and 14 are now pending in this 
application. 

Response to Amendments 

2. Applicants Amendments to Claims 1-20 has been acknowledged in that: Claims 
1, 10 and 14 have been amended : Claims 2-3, 5-9, 11-13, and 15-20 have been 
canceled : hence, as such, Claims 1, 4, 10, and 14 are pending in this application . 

3. The Examiner withdraws the previously asserted 35 U.S.C. 112 Claim Rejection 
towards Claim 3 based on applicant's cancellation of Claim 3. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 1,4, and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Allen-Rouman etal. (US PG Pub. No. 2002/0152160), [hereinafter Allen-Rouman]. 
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Referring to Claim 1 : Allen-Rouman shows a method for budgeting financial 
resources in an automated fashion to provide a running balance, the method 
comprising: establishing a plurality of virtual financial accounts corresponding to 
budgetary categories overlaid upon an actual financial account (Allen-Rouman: Figure 
1c//Allen-Rouman discusses a system where a transaction takes place where a first 
purchase agreement is entered into - Figure 1c depicts the process by which this 
purchase transaction takes place//); automatically aggregating transactions from a 
source at a rate that is more frequent than the normal reporting period for the source 
(Allen-Rouman: Page 2, Paragraph 0039; Claim 1, 12//Allen-Rouman shows this first 
transaction which occurs between parties to take place electronically//); allocating actual 
financial account deposit transactions to corresponding virtual accounts; and increasing 
the balance in a virtual financial account each time an actual credit purchase is made to 
create a virtual reserve for budgeting payment of the credit source (Allen-Rouman: 
Abstract; Figures 1c, 4c, 6; Page 1, Paragraph 0002; Page 2, Paragraph 0039; Page 4, 
Paragraph 0056-0057; Claim 1 //Allen-Rouman shows that the funds are transmitted 
upon request; after transaction occurrence, an allocation of funds occurs; an online 
financial funds transfer transaction method in its entirety - Figure 1 displays the 
transactional database proposed to handle transactional such requests, etc.//). 

Referring to Claim 4 : Allen-Rouman discusses the transactional account being 
one of: a credit account; [and an equity account] (Allen-Rouman: Figure 5c//Allen- 
Rouman depicts a 'credit account' feature, which inadvertently creates an account 
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which is one of a credit account as in the instant application [credit and equity are 
directly related by default]//). 

Referring to Claim 10 : Allen-Rouman discusses a method wherein the automatic 
aggregation is accomplished by a computer device (Allen-Rouman: Figures 1b, c; Page 
2, Paragraph 0039//Allen-Rouman shows that requests are received from other parties 
via electronic means, received via a networked device//). 

6. Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Kleckner et 
al. (US PG Pub. No. 2002/0174066), [hereinafter Kleckner]. 

Referring to Claim 14 : Kleckner shows a system for selectively allocating funds 
for payment of a transactional account statement (Kleckner: Abstract; Page 1 , 
Paragraph 0020-Page 2, Paragraph 0024//Kleckner teaches a financial transaction 
settlement system//), the system comprising: an actual transactional account configured 
for use in making purchases (Kleckner: Page 2, Paragraph 0030//Kleckner discusses 
account types which can be used in such embodiment as disclosed//); a virtual 
budgetary account to which actual transactions are posted (Kleckner: Page 2, 
Paragraph 0030); a virtual reserve account that is increased by the amount of actual 
credit transactions (Kleckner: Page 1, Paragraph 0020); and a computer device that is 
configured to increase the balance of the virtual reserve account each time the actual 
transactional account is used to make a credit purchase, and wherein the computer 
device is configured to use the sum total of the virtual reserve account made on the 
available funds during a billing period for payment of the credit purchases on the actual 
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transactional account for the billing period (Kleckner: Page 1, Paragraph 0020; Page 2, 
Paragraph 0024-0027//Kleckner discloses a system which checks and verifies available 
funds//). 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicants arguments filed 14 December 2007 have been fully considered but 
are considered moot and non-persuasive.
